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Chicago Tribune 

Chicago enjoys a special distinction among 
Uber’s markets in the U.S.: Our fares are the 
cheapest. 

Chicago Inno, a website that covers tech- 
nology and innovation, analyzed Uber’s post- 
ed prices for its 108 U.S. markets and found 
that a io-mile, 20-minute UberX trip in Chi- 
cago was $14.70— the lowest in the nation, 
and 30 cents less than the second-cheapest 
city Houston. 

Looking at rides ranging from 5 minutes to 
25 minutes, Chicago Inno found that Chicago 
fell well below the national average. 

The most expensive markets were the 
Hamptons, New Orleans and the Jersey Shore. 

“The same 10 -mile, 20 -minute trip in 
Chicago that runs $14.70 costs $63.50 in the 
Hamptons, $49.50 in New Orleans and $38 in 
Jersey” according to Chicago Inno. 

Uber has touted Chicago’s lowest-in-the- 


country UberX fares, which it pegs at an aver- 
age $9 per ride. 

“Every market at Uber sets prices that best 
fits that market’s needs,” said Chris Taylor, 
general manager of Uber Chicago. “In Chi- 
cago, we have found that customers really 
respond to consumer-friendly prices, so we’ve 
set the prices at a level that allows customers 
to have a good experience and drivers to earn 
a good salary” 

In some other markets, he said, the prices 
have to be high to entice drivers to drive. And 
elsewhere, people may be willing to pay more. 

But Chicagoans like a deal. 

When Uber tested a 25 percent cut in Chi- 
cago fares over the summer, he said, so many 
more people used UberX that drivers made up 
for the lower fares by giving more rides. Based 
on that experiment, Uber in August instituted 
a permanent price cut here of 15 percent. 

Also, he said, Chicago is a busy market, 


which usually leads to lower prices. 

“The more demand there is for the service, 
the busier it keeps the driver partners and 
ideally the lower the prices can be while still 
supporting good income for the driver,” Tay- 
lor said. 

And, Taylor said, Chicago is one of Uber’s 
biggest markets worldwide. 

Peter Ali Enger, secretary of the United 
Taxidrivers Community Council- Chicago, 
has another explanation for Uber’s low prices 
in Chicago: that the taxi fares it is competing 
against are also low 

“We’ve been advocating for a fare increase 
for the last 7 years,” he said, pointing to the 
city’s rankings by TaxiFareFinder. The web- 
site’s ranks Chicago’s fares 20th among major 
U.S. cities. 

What is indisputable is that a 10 -mile trip 
with UberX is easier on the wallet in Chicago 
than the Hermes bag in the Hamptons.

Mayor proposes 'Bill of Rights’ 
for college sex assault survivors

A new ordinance requiring some local colleg- 
es to give students a “Sexual Assault Victim’s 
Bill of Rights” was introduced to the City 
Council on Wednesday 

The ordinance, introduced by Mayor 
Emanuel, Aid. Ed Burke (14th) and Aid. Lata- 
sha Thomas (17th), would require all univer- 
sities and colleges with campuses in the city 
to adopt a uniform “Bill of Rights” for stu- 
dent survivors. 

While the ordinance does not appear to 
change what a school must do for students 
in the wake of an assault, it would set a stan- 
dard for how students are informed of their 
legal rights. 

Among those rights, the ordinance says, 
are “their right to contact campus, local and 


or state law enforcement” about the assault. 
The ordinance also would require schools to 
inform “both the accuser and the accused 
that they have the same opportunity to have 
others present at their hearings, and both 
shall be informed of the outcome of any 
campus disciplinary hearing.” The schools 
would be required to widely publicize the 
Bill of Rights to all students, and specifically 
distribute it to alleged sexual assault victims. 

The bill also would be customized by each 
school to include campus-specific resources 
and local resources off-campus so they can 
seek help in the immediate aftermath of an 
assault and over the longer term. 

Sexual assault is a widespread but under-re- 
ported problem on college campuses around 
the country according to experts. The Obama 


administration launched a campaign carter 
this fall to raise awareness of the prohCcTtf, ind 
federal officials are investigating cCHuptainrs 
about the sexual misconduct policies at doz- 
ens of universities, including the Uniuershy erf 
Chicago and Knox College in Galesburg. 

Similar to a recent bill approved by SIAM 
lawmakers in California earlier this year, 
the city’s proposed Bill of Rights also codi- 
fies a “yes means yes” or “affirmative" model 
of consent. That means that local schools 
would be required to tell all students tIidt the 
absence of a “no” before or during ;] scXMfll 
encounter does not imply consent. 

The bill also would state that a person who 
is asleep or under the influence of* drugp nr 
alcohol to be “incapable” of giving ctms-enL

How to navigate the CTA 
during the marathon

The CTA is adding rail service for 
runners and spectators attending 
Sunday’s Bank of America Chicago 
Marathon, which also will cause 
reroutes of about a quarter of the 
CTA’s 120 -plus bus lines. 

The CTA is adding service to the 
Red, Brown, Blue, Orange, Purple 
and Green lines Sunday morning. 
Meanwhile, 34 bus routes will see 
reroutes or delays near the marathon 
route. The CTA recommends bus 
riders allow extra travel time. 

The marathon, which is expected 
to draw 45,000 runners and 1.7 mil- 
lion spectators, begins at 7:30 a.m. and 
is expected to wrap up at 2 p.m. The 
race starts and ends at Grant Park and 
winds through 29 neighborhoods. 

The CTA recommends that riders 
load transit value or unlimited ride 
passes to their Ventra cards at rail 
stations, online or retailers before 
this weekend to avoid long lines at 
rail station vending machines. 

The CTA said additional personnel 
will be on duty at the O’Hare stop, 
Midway Orange Line station and 
other stations along the Blue, Red, 
Green, Brown, Orange and Pink lines 
and at major bus stops to assist riders.

Former Bears GM: NFL hid abuse cases Bears Brain Teaser

Former Bears general manager Jerry Angelo 
dropped the latest bombshell Thursday re- 
garding the NFLs handling of domestic vio- 
lence, telling USA Today that the league failed 
to take action in “hundreds and hundreds” 
of such cases during his three decades in the 
league. 

Angelo, who was in charge of the Bears 
from 2001-11, told the newspaper his perspec- 
tive changed after he saw the video of Balti- 
more running back Ray Rice punching his 
wife. 

Rice was suspended indefinitely by the 
NFL after he was released by the Ravens. Car- 
olina lineman Greg Hardy has been placed on 
the exempt list while a criminal case against 
him on domestic violence charges makes its 
way through the judicial system. San Francis- 
co lineman Ray McDonald also has been ac- 
cused of domestic violence but is continuing 
to play as he has not been charged. In a less- 
publicized case, Arizona running back Jona- 


than Dwyer pleaded 
not guilty Monday to 
hitting his wife. 

“I made a mistake,” 
Angelo told USA To- 
day “I was human. I 
was part of it. I’m not 
proud of it.” 

According to the 
report, Angelo said he would make sure no 
one was injured when informed of domestic 
abuse allegations and then quietly move on. 
There were no publicly revealed domestic 
violence cases involving the Bears during An- 
gelo’s tenure and he didn’t share specifics in 
the story 

“We knew it was wrong,” he told the news- 
paper. “For whatever reason, it just kind of 
got glossed over.

Jukebox H era 


Dove’s Luncheonette 
serves up Wicker Park’s 
most stylish diner

“No cross-table dancing 
allowed.” I still don’t know 
what that means, but it was 
on a sign stuck to the wall at 
The Lantern, a diner I used 
to hang out in Royal Oak, 

Mich. It’s now closed, but 
the memories, the late-night 
nostalgia of courting a woman I 
loved, but who didn’t quite love me 
as much, remain. Which is to say, in most of 
our lives, a special diner will loom large. It 
likely will be a place with mediocre coffee, 
cheap two-egg specials, enough chrome to 


rival a ’5os-era automobile and plenty of 
wood veneer. More importantly it will be the 
gathering place for you and your friends to 
make mischief and grand plans, sometimes 
drunkenly sometimes hungover or 
sometimes stone-cold sober. 
Diners are important, and 
for a town with an art museum 
that owns “Nighthawks,” 
Edward Hopper’s quintes- 
sential depiction of a diner, 
Chicago doesn’t quite have 
as many great diners we might 
need. But, when Chicago needs 
something, the folks behind One 
Off Hospitality (responsible for some 
of Chicago’s best restaurants from Black- 
bird, to Avec to The Publican) usually oblige. 
And sure enough, its most recent addition is 
Dove’s Luncheonette, just steps from One 


Off’s other Wicker Park hangouts, Big Star 
and The Violet Hour. All but extinct these 
days, luncheonettes were counter-service 
restaurants, often located in department 
stores, that as the name suggests, served 
quick lunches. Dove’s serves breakfast, lunch 
and dinner and feels like a diner more than 
anything else, though the menu is inspired 
more by Northern Mexican than American 
classics. I stopped in recently to see if it was 
the diner of my late-night fantasies or an odd 
diner parody 

A diner with style 

With its chrome-trimmed stools, fluorescent 
light fixtures and a white-and-beige ceramic 
tile backsplash tucked behind the flat-top 
grill, Dove’s seems like it’s been settled under 
the Damen Blue Line for decades. But One 
Off’s design-minded touch means it looks 


more polished than say The Diner Grill in 
Lakeview, from the fridges packed with a 
kaleidoscopic assortment of Mexican sodas 
to the custom-designed paper placemats 
depicting distressed leather or a Red Rocks 
mountain scene. The house tunes, say Magic 
Sam or Stevie Wonder, come from a record 
player reloaded by the counter servers. A 
jukebox, not yet in operation when I dined, 
will be loaded with 45s foraged from local 
vinyl shops. 

The crowd was a mix of Big Star hipstera- 
ti— including a dude with the sweetest beard 
I’ve seen since Chewbacca— and older folks, 
some slurping pozole in non-ironic flannel. “I 
had a guy in his 80s tell me the torta ahogada 
was the best sandwich he ever had in his 
life,” said chef de cuisine Dennis Bernard, 
who previously worked at Blackbird and The 
Publican. 




Already hot 

Dove’s

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Don’t call it Tex-Mex 

The fare at Dove’s is billed as Norteno, 
which means it’s inspired by the cuisine of 
northern Mexico near the Texas border. But 
don’t mistake it for Tex-Mex— there are no 
burritos as big as your head here. There is a 
Flintstones-sized grilled pork chop (or chu- 
leta de puerco, $15) that’s rubbed with an- 
natto seed (a Mexican spice), perfumed with 
sour orange and juicy to its core. Served on a 
bed of black rice smashed with black beans 
and topped with fried egg, it’s like a Cuban 
take on the classic diner ham steak. 

There are some classic diner dishes, too, 
though they’re thoughtfully tempered with 
fresh veggies. “I don’t want the food to be a 
big gut bomb or so diner-esque that you feel 
like you’re gonna die,” Bernard said. The 
perfect example of this is the chicken-fried 
chicken ($15), a play on chicken- fried steak 
that features a fried chicken cutlet topped 
with gravy The crispy chicken smothered in 
velvety chorizo verde gravy is crazy rich, but 
snappy sweet peas, green beans and thick 
ribbons of caramelized onion keep it from 
dragging into food coma territory. 

Meat dishes like the chicken and pork 
come with stubby steak knives that look 
like prison shivs. I’m pretty sure this is a 
courtesy; the food was so good and the 
proximity of my dining companions was 
so close that I felt well-equipped to fend 
them off. 

Hangovers beware 

If you’re indulging in that time-honored 
diner tradition of slaying a hangover, the 
Vuelve a la Vida ($14)— which means “back 
to life” in English— is the thing. This 
sundae glass is filled with bursting cherry 
tomatoes, rings of tender squid, hunks of 
dungeness crab, a fan of cilantro leaves and 
diced avocado marinating in orange, tomato 
and lime juice. It’s like someone dropped a 
shot of ceviche into a bloody mary In many 
Mexican restaurants, a concoction like this 
sits around in a pre-mixed bin, the seafood 
growing mushy and over-marinated. Not so 
at Dove’s, where I watched a dude cut the 
avocados and marinate the fish to order. 

The pepper and potato hash ($7) is also 
pretty life-affirming, made from half orbs 
of fried potato punctuated by tangles of 
shishito peppers, charred scallions, garlicky 
aioli and tiny crumbles of queso fresco. 

Save room for pie 

And, of course, this being a diner, there is 
pie: peach-jalapeno, horchata and Mexican 
chocolate chess pies, made exclusively for 
Dove’s by popular West Town bakery Hoo- 
sier Mama. I chose the peach jalapeno ($6), 
which matched jammy, perfectly ripe peach 
filling with the sweet grassiness — and none 
of the heat— of jalapeno peppers. 

Dove’s may be a diner, but it’s also a fine 




bar, offering a nice selection of tequila 
and mezcal— try a shot of the Del Maguey 
Chichicapa— as well as beer and cocktails. 

I tried the refreshing Palomino cocktail 
(watermelon-infused rose, grapefruit 
liqueur, soda and bitters, $8), which tasted 
like a cube of watermelon blended into a 
Stiegl Radler. At a time when there seems to 
be an arms race on cocktail prices, it’s pretty 
awesome that all signature cocktails here 
are $9 or less. 

Bringing out the big guns 

Dove’s is a team effort where everyone, 
no matter how successful, pitches in. Paul 
Kahan, a rockstar chef without the rockstar 


attitude, worked the line and cleaned coun- 
ters when I visited. His business partner, 
the very successful bar and restaurant vet 
Terry Alexander, schlepped water glasses 
and worked the host stand. My server was 
super-attentive, refilling my water glass, 
offering suggestions on the menu and 
upselling pie (as he should) by confessing his 
daily habit of eating slices of Hoosier Mama 
for breakfast. 

Bottom line 

Out of the gate, Dove’s may be Chicago’s 
very best diner. It certainly is the place to 
chow down on killer Mexican-influenced 
diner food. My only qualm is that it’s not

“ ‘Rush Hour’ or ‘Midnight Run.’ But me 
thinking I should have starred in those? The 
movies would have failed.” 


Favorite song to mix into DJ sets: “I will 
always somehow slip in ‘Dreams’ by Fleet- 
wood Mac, even if it’s only for eight bars, I 
mix it in.”

Starring in erotic roles is nothing new to Boris Kodjoe (“Baggage Claim”) and Tyson Beckford, 
the model/actor best known for Toni Braxton music videos and hosting “Make Me a Super- 
model.” 

Still, there’s a heightened degree of excitement for ‘Addicted,” which opens Friday and ob- 
serves as a woman (Sharon Leal) cheats on her husband (Kodjoe) with a variety of men (includ- 
ing Beckford, assumedly; the movie wasn’t screened in advance of this interview). The R-rated 
thriller is based on the best-selling novel by Zane (real name: Kristina Laferne Roberts) and 
directed by Bille Woodruff, who has helmed music videos (several of which featured Beckford) 
for steamy artists including Braxton, Usher, R. Kelly, Foxy Brown and many more. 

At the James Hotel, the 41-year-old Kodjoe and 43 -year-old Beckford took it all off. Figura-

Zane has a lot of people who love her work. 
Have you had an opportunity to get feed- 
back from any of that built-in fan base? 
Tyson Beckford: We had a Q-and-A in New 
York for Urban World and had a chance to 
speak to a lot of the fans and a lot of different 
reporters, and [we’ve run] into people in the 
street who’ve seen the trailer: “Oh my God, I 
read this book in college!” And I’m like, “Oh, 


yeah?” And they’re like, “What character do 
you play?” And I tell them, and then they’re like, 
“OK, yeah!” I think people are excited. Women 
are excited. 

Boris Kodjoe: She’s got a huge fan base. It’s a 
pleasure to do some work where you know it’s 
going to get the support it deserves. But at the 
same time, it’s a little bit of pressure. Because 
when you read a book, these characters come 
to life in your head. It’s a very subjective and 


personal experience when you read a book. So 
for a filmmaker to take all these collective ideas 
of what the film should be like and make it into 
this one feature, it can be daunting. I know Bille 
speaks to that a lot. I think the proof is in the 
pudding. Zane saw it, and when she gave it the 
thumbs up, we knew we had done something 
right. 

Sharon Leal’s character has this perfect life 
but is still missing something. We see a lot of 
this now in TV shows and movies, that peo- 
ple have what they’ve always dreamed of 
but still have that “grass is always greener” 
feeling. Why is it important to address this 
issue? 

BK: Anytime you speak on a subject that’s been 
sort of a taboo is a great thing. When people 
come away [from] a movie talking about it and 
addressing it and sharing their own experi- 
ences with it, I think it’s a great thing. In terms 
of Sharon’s character, I doubt it was a case of a 
“grass is always greener.” I think when it comes 
to addiction, the grass is always greener, and 
that’s part of the addiction. You keep running 
and you keep striving to get this feeling of this 


elusive sort of nirvana that’s been eluding you, 
and you never get there. And that’s part of the 
film that is addressed nicely, but at the same 
time, we’re also not beating a dead horse. It is 
a very personal experience for every audience 
member, and everyone can relate to it in a dif- 
ferent way. The spectrum is wide. It’s about sen- 
suality. About a female exploring herself. Her 
own sexuality. Being subjected to temptation. 
TB: And I think Zane was saying that a lot of fe- 
males are scared of showing their partner that 
side in fear of them not liking it or them not ac- 
cepting it. 

Do you remember the first movie, TV show 
or book that created sexual feelings in you? 

BK: When I saw Shari Headley in “Coming to 
America.” First of all I said, “I have to go back to 
America right now” because I was in Germany 
and it was dubbed in German, so I didn’t even 
hear her voice until I met her. I think everybody 
fell in love with her. 

TB: “The Blue Lagoon,” Brooke Shields. It was 
like, “Wow, people really do this? You can get 
stranded on the island with somebody hot like 
that?”

Asks some very 
good questions 


The real-life-based 
investigative journal- 
ism tale “Kill the 
Messenger” is no ‘All 
the President’s Men,” 
but it’s quite a story: 
In the late ’90s, San 
Jose Mercury News 
reporter Gary Webb 
(a well-cast Jeremy 
Renner) uncovered 
a shocking link 
between drug dealers 
in America, the CIA 
and war in Nicara- 
gua in the ’80s. His 
story blows the minds of his editor (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead) and her boss (Oliver 
Platt) and earns him national attention. That 
includes resentment from papers like the 
Los Angeles Times that were scooped. 

But there’s a lot more to it. Helmed by 
Michael Cuesta (who also directed the great, 
little-seen “12 and Holding,” also starring 
Renner) and adapted by Peter Landesman 
from Nick Shou’s book of the same name 
and Webb’s “Dark Alliance,” “Kill the Mes- 
senger” is about how easily a big story can 
break a journalist and turn a reporter into 
the news. Suddenly Webb goes from hero to 
target as sources change their story and he’s 
transferred to a rinky-dink operation where 
he reports on a constipated police horse. To 
an extent, the movie seems to cloud the issue 
that Webb’s story at least as depicted here,

does seem to have been compiled largely 
from claims by people in jail without cor- 
roborating evidence to cross the necessary 
Ts. (He tries to get a CIA source, but isn’t 
surprised that he can’t.) 

Or maybe it allows this engrossing drama 
to show how pulling a string can unravel 
the world. No journalist would say that it’s 
legitimate to print an incomplete investiga- 
tion, poking a giant and hoping it falls down. 
But “Kill the Messenger” demonstrates how 
misinformation and limited public memory 
impact the news cycle no matter the facts. 

Frequently typecast as a drug dealer, Mi- 
chael K. Williams (“The Wire”) gets a laugh 
when he tells Webb, “I gave him $6 million 
a week ... allegedly” and, as a California 
prosecutor, Barry Pepper makes a good 
sleaze. The movie accurately depicts daily 
paper operations, talking about the work in 
a non-glamorous way Fully reported or not, 
Webb’s story reflects a willingness to sniff a 
fresh trail and stay with it. 

With so many people’s instinct is to run 
when things get hard— this also appears in 
Webb’s personal life, regarding he and his 
wife’s (Rosemarie DeWitt) decision to move 
from Ohio to California— having the guts to 
walk into the storm has to count for some- 
thing.

At the risk of siding 
with formula, legal 
dramas are supposed 
to have twists. 

And big closing 
arguments. 

“The Judge” 
doesn’t even have 
closing arguments, and it’s about as twisty as 
a flagpole. It’s also another movie featuring 
a hotshot attorney going from the big city 
to a small town and condescending to the 
local populace. Returning to his hometown 
of Carlinville, Ind. after the death of his 
mother, high-priced Chicago lawyer Hank 
Palmer (Robert Downey Jr.) soon uses 
his mile-a-minute mouth to outsmart 
rough, law-breakin’ townies in a bar, where 
he inevitably makes out with the pretty 
young bartender (Leighton Meester). Not 
surprisingly, the man who hasn’t been home 
in decades doesn’t plan to stay long. Then 
his estranged father (Robert Duvall), a 
judge with 42 years on the bench, becomes 
the defendant in a murder trial. Because 
Carlinville only has country bumpkins for 
defense attorneys (Dax Shepard), Hank must 
help the man he long ago put in the rearview 
mirror. 

Though it vaguely resembles a John 
Grisham-esque legal thriller, “The Judge” 
has nothing to do with that author. It comes 
from director David Dobkin, he of the 
overrated “Wedding Crashers” and justifiably

disregarded “Fred Claus” and “The Change- 
Up.” Had he put a few change-ups into— 
and taken lame jabs at humor out of— his 
new film, Dobkin might have kept brains 
half-occupied while watching two veteran 
Roberts do their thing. 

At a stupidly bloated 141 minutes, though, 
“The Judge” offers only conventional 
plot developments treated with a shrug. 

It wastes time with Hank’s ex (Vera 
Farmiga), who still lives in town and is as 
available as Rose Byrne’s similarly cliched 
character in “This is Where I Leave You.” 
Meanwhile, Downeyjr. and Duvall have 
no chance at turning characters that suit 
them too well (snarky jackass who works 
too much; uncompromising hardass) into 
a specific depiction of complicated family 
relationships and guilt-motivated atonement. 

Late in “The Judge” an opportunity arises 
to color what’s come before and address 
how emotion sometimes can blind people to 
loopholes in a trial. The movie 100 -percent 
ignores this idea, continuing to coast instead 
of turning the screws and examining shades 
of gray in characters or their actions. A good, 
knotty courtroom proceeding can be fun 
beach reading, but “The Judge” makes you 
want to put your eyes back on the water.

Tell someone that a 
group of gay London- 
based protesters 
raised money and 
morale for strik- 
ing miners in 1984 
Wales, that someone

If that someone is talking to me, I’m sorry 
to say that I didn’t learn much more from 
“Pride,” a disappointing drama about that very 
event. I mean, I know that the group called 
itself Lesbians and Gays Support the Miners 
(L.G.S.M.) but know neither why the miners 
were on strike nor why everyone was so upset 
with Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher. This 
is a problem. 

“Pride” does delight in depicting cheeki- 
ness, however, such as a few straight miners 
increasing their acceptance after realizing that 
a gay man can teach them to dance, and that 
will attract the ladies. One older woman fre-

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quently says bits like, “Your gays have arrived!” 
or “Where are my lesbians?” Of course there is 
a scene where a bunch of elderly women find 
a sex toy and giggle up a storm. We learn little 
about the characters: Mark (Ben Schnetzer) 
is the leader; Joe (George MacKay) hides his 
identity from his family; Gethin (Andrew 
Scott) hasn’t spoken to his unsupportive mum 
in nearly two decades and the resolution of 
this subplot couldn’t be less enlightening. 

“Pride” works when director Matthew War- 
chus and first- time writer Stephen Beresford 
stop trying so hard to entertain and let the 
impact of the true story take shape. Like how 
Mark tells his colleagues not to mask their 
identity when cold-calling possible donors, 
even though it likely would raise additional 
funds. Or how the reason L.G.S.M. exists is 
because its members know what it’s like to be 





oppressed and want to stand by another group 
being victimized, even though the miners’ 
rights and lives have nothing to do with those 
who support them. 

That’s a powerful, important, deeply human 
thing. At a time of year when most movies are 
depressing, “Pride” goes down easy— easier 
than it should, actually (In some ways it 


reminds me of “The Help,” which isn’t a com- 
pliment.) Seek out the documentary “How 
to Survive a Plague” for a far more trenchant 
look at activism and bigotry, unafraid of dis- 
cussing a big issue like AIDS. Or you could see 
“Pride,” which winks about how an employee 
at Elton John’s record label says no one on the 
roster is gay
